Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  1969. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  1969  was  30,820, 
being  an  increase  of  910  on  the  previous  Year. 

There  were  615  Live  Births  and  343  Deaths  of  which  255  were  residents 
of  the  Urban  District. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate,  23. 9*  an d  Death  Rate,  10.8,  are  to  be  compared 
with  England  and  Wales  which  were  16.3  and  11. 9 • 

The  principal  causes  of  Death  were  as  usual  associated  with  cardio¬ 
vascular  disease  and  diseases  of  the  chest,  including  malignant  disease  of 
lung  and  bronchus  steadily  increasing. 

There  were  8  Infant  Deaths,  5  of  which  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life 
and  associated  with  prematurity  and  congenital  defects. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low,  measles  accounted  for  45  of 
the  51  notifications.  There  was  the  single  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
this  is  the  lowest  incidence  for  the  past  30  Years. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  is  steadily  increasing  and 
approximately  40 a/o  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  have  this  form  of 
container. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  during  the  Year  there  has  been  little 
abatement  in  the  obnoxious  smells,  but  as  I  reported  last  Year  the  eradication 
will  require  time  and  heavy  expenditure. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  keeps  increasing  each 
Yea.r  and  I  must  express  mv  thanks  to  Mr.  Leslie,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Department  for  the  efficient,  tactful 
manner  in  which  theii  duties  are  performed. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
courtesy  and  interest  in  public  health  matters.

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SECTION  I 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1.  Climatology 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  29.11  inches,  as  compared 
with  35*26  inches  recorded  in  1968. 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Highs ted  Waterworks,  was  3*24 
inches  on  6th  July. 

The  wettest  month  was  November  when  the  rainfall  recorded  at  Highsted 
Waterworks  was  5*34  inches. 

Fog  occurred  on  25  occasions  as  compared  with  27  occasions  in  the  previous 

Year. 


During  the  Year,  there  were  15  falls  of  Snow  locally  (9  in  February;  2  in 
November  and  4  in  December). 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  47  occasions  (4  in  January; 

16  in  February;  9  in  March;  3  in  April;  6  in  November  and  9  in  December)  as 
compared  with  54  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  11th  August  when  a  temperature  of  95°F. 
was  recorded. 

The  coldest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  8th  February  when  a  temperature  of 
18  F.  was  recorded. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highsted  Waterworks  over  the  past 
six  Years  as  shown  in  Appendix  "A",  and  Appendix  "B"  shows  the  monthly  maximum 
and  minimum  temperatures  recorded  at  Johnson  House  Gardens  for  the  Years  1966, 
1967,  1968  and  1969.

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  1969  was  640,  as  compared  with 
618  in  the  previous  Year.

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  3*9 %  as  against  5*3 %  in  1968. 

(b)  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  20.8  in  1969  as 
against  20.7  in  1968.  Figures  for  the  Years  from  1945  to  date  will  be  seen 
upon  reference  to  the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  is  23.9  as  compared  with  16.3  per  thousand  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

(c)  Still-Births 

Five  still-births  occurred  during  the  Year.  This  compares  with  7  in 

1968. 

The  percentage  of  still-births  to  live  births  for  the  Year  was  0.7 as 
against  1.  l^o  in  1968. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  still-births  during  the  Year*

(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  and  assignable  to  the  Urban 
District  during  1969  was  343.  This  figure  represents  177  males  and  166 
females. 

Figures  for  previous  Yea.rs  back  to  1945  may  be  seen  upon  reference  to 
the  details  contained  in  Table  III, 

Of  the  343  deaths  assigned  to  Sittingboume  during  1969,  a  total  of  127 
occurred  in  Milton  Hospital,  but  only  39  of  these  were  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  average  age  of  death  was  70.6  being  68.3  for  males  and  73.1  for 
females.  The  oldest  death  was  a  female  aged  96  years.  The  average  age  of 
death  during  1968  was  70.0,  being  67.3  for  males  and  72.7  for  females.

(b)  Death  Rate 

The  crude  death  rate  for  1969  was  11.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  13.2  per  1,000  in  the  preceding  Year.  The  figures  for  previous 
Years  back  to  1945  are  included  in  Table  III. 

The  corrected  death  rate  is  10.8  per  1,000  as  compared  with  11.9  per 
1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

3.  Infantile  Mortality 


(a)  Eight  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during 
the  Year  under  review,  as  compared  with  10  deaths  in  1968. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  13.0  per  thousand  live  births. 
The  rate  for  1968  was  16.1  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be 
seen  upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  was  18.0  per 
thousand  live  births. 

Of  the  8  deaths  recorded,  5  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age, 
resulting  in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  8.0  per  thousand  live  births  as 
compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  12.0  per  thousand  live 
births. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  16.0  per  thousand  total  live  and  still¬ 
births. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  was  -  Nil.

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SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

THEIR  PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1.  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 


During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  51  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  as  occurring  in  the  Urban  District.  The  figures  for 
previous  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII. 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was  as 
follows 

1st  Quarter  -  21;  2nd  Quarter  -  18;  Jrd  Quarter  -  9;  4th  Quarter  -  5* 

The  main  cause  of  notification  was  Measles,  there  being  45  cases  occurring. 

Regarding  the  cases  of  Measles  notified,  40  were  Children  under  School  Age 
and  5  were  School  Children. 

4  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  as  compared  with  14  cases  in  the 
previous  Year  and  15  cases  in  1967*  These  4  cases  were  all  School  Children. 

The  single  case  of  Meningococcal  Meningitis  notified  during  the  Year  was 
a  Child  (Male)  aged  10  weeks.  This  Child  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  or  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  Year. 

Details  of  the  single  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in 
Tables  VT  and  IX.

Regional  Hospital  Board,  from  Oakwood  Hospital,  Maidstone,  visited  Sittingboume 
College  of  Education  in  May  and  95  Films  were  taken. 

The  Sittingboume ,  Milton  and  District  Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis 
and  Chest  Diseases  has  continued  to  carry  out  much  good  work  during  the  Year, 
when  assistance  was  given  in  34  Cases  by  the  provision  of  Bedding,  Clothing, 

Fuel  and  Heating,  Payment  of  Fares  for  visiting  Patients  in  Hospital,  Christmas 
Extras  and  Holidays.  The  sum  of  £263  was  expended  in  covering  these  so  very 
necessary  requirements. 

8  new  Cases  were  referred  to  the  Committee  during  the  Year,  through  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Keycol  Hospital  -  4  of  these  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and 
4  from  other  Chest  and  Heart  Diseases.  At  the  end  of  the  Year  there  were 
31  Cases  on  the  Committee’s  Current  Register  -  5  of  these  being  non- Tuberculous. 

The  following  Table  XI  gives  details  of  Notifications  received,  Deaths 
and  the  Death  Rate  per  10,000  of  the  Population,  for  both  Pulmonary  and  Non- 
Pulmonary  cases,  during  the  period  from  1940  to  1969  inclusive.

4.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act.  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  one  case  during  the  Year. 

This  case  was  a  Widow,  aged  85  years,  and  living  alone.  This  lady  had 
for  a  long  time  been  a  worry  to  the  Department  and  to  her  General  Practitioner. 
Her  circumstances  were  such  that  on  the  1st  May,  1969  it  was  found  necessary  for 
action  to  be  taken  and  a  Magistrates’  Order  was  obtained  under  the  Act  for  her 
compulsory  removal  to  suitable  hospital  accommodation. 
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5.  Old  Peopled  Welfare 

County  Councillor  Mrs.  J. Noble  has  again  very  kindly  given  me  the 
following  information  concerning  the  activities  of  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  of  which  she  is  Chairman,  during  the  Year  under  review. 
This  is  the  18th  Year  the  Committee  has  been  in  existence. 

There  has  again  been  increased  demands  by  the  Senior  Citizens  upon 
all  the  various  Services  available  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  Night  Sitting  Service  covered  well  over  100  calls  and  it  is  now 
found  that  the  Service  will  be  unable  to  function  properly  in  the  future 
unless  more  Helpers  are  available. 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  Service  has  concinued  providing  approx.  50  Meals, 
twice  a  week,  to  House-Bound  and  Old  People.  This  Service  is  working  to 
capacity  and  we  are  so  very  grateful  for  the  continued  support  of  Mrs.Ashbee, 
her  Team  of  Helpers,  and  the  Firms  who  have  prepared  these  Meals. 

The  Visiting  Service  has  continued  to  run  smoothly  under  the 
organisation  of  Mrs.  Newman.  There  are  nearly  100  Helpers  in  this 
Service  who  regularly  visit  throughout  the  Urban  District.  At  Easter 
5,000  Eggs  were  distributed.  Extra  good  fare  was  also  distributed 
duri:ig  the  Christmas  festive  season. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Colonel  and  Mrs.  D.Dean  for  once  again 
allowing  a  Garden  Party  to  be  held  at  their  home  for  the  benefit  of  the 
House-Bound.  There  was  also  a  Garden  Party  held  at  "Westdene"  and  a 
Coffee  Morning  held  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Day  Centre  at  Wesley  Hall  has  continued  to  operate  most 
successfully,  the  numbers  having  increased  since  this  Service  commenced 
in  April,  1969 .  Over  30  meals  being  served  each  Monday.  We  are  indebted 
to  our  Helpers,  particularly  Mrs.  Sampson,  Mrs,  Gouge,  Mrs.  Dive, 

Mrs.  Bolton  and  Mrs.  Williams.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  invaluable 
help  received  from  Mr .A. Leslie  and  the  Reverend  H.Williams ,  and  especially 
the  hard  work  of  organisation  put  in  by  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  A. Bishop. 

There  are  still  three  Old  People’s  Clubs  in  the  District,  which 
continue  to  provide  much  benefit  for  the  Old  Folk.  The  Old  People's 
accommodation  at  the  Urban  District  Council  Warden's  Schemes,  at 
Churchill  House  and  Johnson  House  is  continuing  to  provide  a  most 
useful  and  necessary  purpose,  and  helping  to  fulfill  urgent  local  need. 

The  Kent  County  Council  Residential  Home  at  Court  Regis  continues  to 
operate  to  full  capacity. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  interest  shown  in  our  activities 
by  both  Boys  and  Girls  of  Local  Schools,  who  have  helned  considerably 
with  the  needs  of  the  Old  Folk  during  the  past  year. 

I  am  sincerely  thankful  for  the  continued  support  of  all  the 
Members  and  appointed  Honorary  Officers  of  the  Welfare  Committee, 
especially  Mrs.  A. Bishop,  Mrs.  B. Bishop  and  Mr,  N. Bowen  for  carrying 
on  their  duties  of  Organising  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor 
respectively. 

I  also  wish  to  record  my  most  grateful  thanks  to  the  numerous 
people  who  have  given  their  assistance  so  willingly,  and  in  so  many 
ways,  in  order  that  the  work  could  continue  to  run  so  satisfactorily 
during  yet  another  Year. 
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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  Water  Supply 

All  the  dwellings  (lO,OOl)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  under  review,  been  adequate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Thirty- two  samples  of  water  (15  from  the  public 
private  supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated 
satisfactory. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  Year,  extensions  of  the  Council's  sewerage  system  were  carried 
out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area. 

Plans  have  been  settled  for  the  next  stage  of  the  extension  of  the 
Sewage  Works.  These  improvements  include  the  trunk  sewer  from  Milton  to  the 
Sewage  Works;  the  Storm-water  tanks;  Humus  tanks;  new  Pumphouse  and  Pumps 
and  Filtration  Plant.  The  cost  of  these  improvements  will  be  over  £350,000 
and  the  work  is  due  to  commence  during  August,  1970. 

The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council's  sewerage  system  was 
carried  out  during  the  period  from  28th  April  to  20th  May,  1969*  The  poison 
Warfarin  was  again  used.  The  results  indicated  that  there  was  very  little 
infestation  and  the  position  could  generally  be  considered  as  satisfactory.

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was  85, 393 » 
compared  with  78,769  in  1968.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distributors  of  Milk.  The  number  of  Retailers  registered  is  -  65. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  Sale  of  designated  Milks  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  55  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone.  The  bulk 
of  the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

Obviously  some  premises  have 
reached  an  excellent  standard,  whilst  others  fall  somewhat  below  the  highest 
standard.  Nevertheless  every  effort  is  made  by  the  Council’s  Officers  when 
visiting  food  premises  to  encourage  and  advise  food  handlers  how  to  achieve 
and  maintain  the  highest  standards. 
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The  relationship  between  the  Food  Trade  in  general  and  the  Department 
is  good.  Many  Traders  take  the  opportunity  of  seeking  advice,  not  only 
when  difficulties  arise  but  also  before  making  alterations  to  premises  and 
equipment.

$  The  demolition  of  these  temporary  Council  Houses  (Pre-Fabs) 
was  finally  completed  in  1966. 
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In  addition,  the  following  accommodation  for  Old  People  has  been  provided 
in  the  Urban  District :- 

(a)  An  Old  People's  Warden's  Scheme  at  Churchill  House,  Portland  Avenue, 
Murston,  was  opened  in  1966,  when  accommodation  for  29  Old  People  in  single 
bed-sitters,  plus  the  Warden's  Flat,  was  provided  and  occupied. 

(b)  An  Old  People's  Warden's  Scheme  at  Johnson  House,  Burley  Road, 
Sittingbourne,  was  opened  in  1968,  when  accommodation  for  29  Old  People  in  both 
single  and  double  bed-sitters,  plus  the  Warden's  Flat,  was  provided  and 
occupied. 


3.  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Houses 

(a)  Difficulty  continues  to  be  met  by  Owners  of  rented  accommodation  in 
being  able  to  find  jobbing  builders  prepared  to  carry  out  repair  work. 

There  seems  to  be  a  shortage  of  suitable  labour  for  this  class  of  work. 
As  a  result,  the  Officers  of  the  Department  have  to  spend  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  effort  to  secure  repairs  to  houses. 

(b)  Rent  Act,  1957 

No  applications  (Form  'I')  were  received  during  the  Year*  in  connection 
with  Certificates  of  Disrepair.

During  the  Year,  59  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Discretionary 
Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  These  were  all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications 
amounted  to  £26,047.  8s.  2d.  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  wan  £12,771* 

There  were  26  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  9  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  the  Year  1968. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved  398 
applications.  Of  these,  352  were  completed  by  31st  December,  1969*  In  addition, 
11  applications  have  been  cancelled  at  the  applicants'  request. 

(d)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  Housing  Act,  1964  and 
Housing  fct,  1969) 

During  the  Year,  18  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Standard 
Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these  were  approved. 

There  were  15  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  7  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  1968. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved  181 
applications  and  164  of  these  were  completed  by  31st  December,  1969.  In 
addition,  4  applications  have  been  cancelled  at  the  applicants'  request. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  the  164  completed  applications 
amounted  to  £32,434  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £15,029. 

(e)  Special  Grants  - 
Housing  Act,  1969 

A  new  kind  of  assistance,  for  the  provision  of  basic  amenities  for  the 
overall  benefit  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation,  payable  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Local  Authority,  was  introduced  during  the  Year  under  the  above-named  .Act. 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  Year. 
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(f)  Details  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  both  Discretionary 
and  Standard,  are  shown  in  Tables  XVII  and  XVIII. 

(g)  Housing  Acts,  1957  and  1964 
Improvements  to  Council  Houses 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  a  total  of  202  Council  Houses  had 
been  improved  and  modernised  up  to  the  31st  December,  1969. 

(h)  Progress  of  Five-Year’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme 

During  the  Year,  10  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  by  way  of  Undertakings, 
Closing  or  Demolition  Orders.  The  Eastbourne  Street  Area  comprising  68  houses 
was  represented  in  January,  1970. 

A  Summary  of  Houses  dealt  with  in  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  during  the 
Period  from  1945  to  1969  inclusive  is  shown  in  Appendix  "H". 

(i)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expense: 

In  connection  with  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  5  cases  upon 
being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  Council.

(a)  Registration  and  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  Register  at  31st  December,  1969 »  was 
302.  This  figure  compared  with  290  at  the  end  of  the  previous  Year. 

Registrations  were  cancelled  during  the  Year,  and  Table  I  below  details 
the  classification  of  the  premises  concerned,  together  with  the  reasons  for 
cancellation. 

29  general  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  Year,  which  comnared 
with  23  in  the  previous  Year,  22  in  1967  and  220  in  1966. 

The  number  of  visits  of  all  kinds  by  Inspectors  to  Registered  Premises 
during  the  Year  was  175*  This  figure  compared  with  194  in  the  previous  Year, 
241  in  1967  and  599  in  1966.

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(c)  Accidents 


Notifications  (Forms  OSR.ll)  were  received  in  respect  of  7  accidents,  all 
of  which  occurred  in  Shops  registered  under  the  Act. 

3  of  the  accidents  occurred  in  a  Departmental  House  Furnishers;  1  accident 
occurred  in  a  Baker’s  Shop;  1  accident  occurred  in  a  Provision  Merchant's  Shop; 
1  accident  occurred  in  a  Butcher's  Shop  and  1  accident  occurred  in  a  Multiple 
Store. 


2  of  the  notified  accidents  were  investigated. 

Details  of  all  these  accidents  were  as  follows 

(i)  A  Female,  aged  18  years,  whilst  standing  on  a  stool  to  reach  for 
cleaning  materials,  slipped  and  fell,  badly  spraining  her  right  ankle. 

This  case  was  investigated  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  Firm  in  question 
recommending  that  the  stool  should  be  removed  immediately  from  the  Shop  premises 
and  a  more  suitable  step-ladder  be  provided  for  the  use  of  Employees,  in  order 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  similar  accident.  This  was  done. 

(ii)  A  Female,  aged  49  years,  was  standing  at  the  top  of  four  stairs, 
connecting  one  Showroom  to  another  and,  in  moving  forward  to  serve  a  Customer 
in  the  lower  Showroom,  tripped  and  fell  down  the  stairs.  There  was  no  defect 
in  the  carpet  and  this  person  admitted  it  was  an  accident  caused  by  the  heel 
of  her  shoe  (stiletto  type)  being  caught  in  the  fitted  carpet.  Advice  was 
given  with  regard  to  suitable  footwear. 

(iii)  A  Female,  aged  48  years,  was  cleaning  a  dining  room  euite  when  she 
knocked  against  the  edge  of  a  table,  causing  a  bruise  on  her  thigh.  No  action 
was  taken  in  this  case. 

(iv)  A  Male,  aged  46  years,  in  the  process  of  stacking  various  materials 
fell  back  against  some  wooden  shelving  whilst  on  a  pair  of  steps,  which  resulted 
in  the  bruising  of  his  ribs. 

(v)  A  Male,  aged  55  years,  slipped  on  the  tiled  floor  in  the  preparation 
room  of  a  Butcher's  Shop,  causing  a  suspected  strain  cf  the  left  shoulder.  From 
the  Department's  knowledge  of  the  premises  it  was  considered  that  there  was  no 
need  for  further  action  to  be  taken. 

(vi)  A  Male,  aged  42  years,  was  handling  rolls  of  linoleum  after  delivery 
when  a  roll  of  linoleum,  which  had  not  been  positioned  within  the  rope  guard 
provided,  fell  on  him  causing  laceration  of  the  ankle  of  one  leg.  It  was  noted 
at  the  time  of  investigation  that  shorter  rolls  of  linoleum  ranged  around  the 
opposite  wall  were  not  protected  in  any  way,  and  the  Firm  were  advised  to  ensure 
adequate  protective  measures  be  taken  in  resuect  of  these  shorter  rolls.  This 
has  been  done. 

(vii)  A  Female,  aged  20  years,  whilst  unpacking  a  case  of  tinned  fruit  in  a 
Provision  Merchant's  Shop,  dropped  a  can  on  her  left  foot  causing  bruising  of 
the  ankle. 
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(d)  Prosecutions 


It  was  found  unnecessary  for  the  Council  to  take  any  action  by  way  of 
prosecution  during  the  Year.

MISCELLANEOUS 


1 .  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  50) 

National  Assists  nee  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  4  Cases  during  the  Year. 

Information  was  later  received  from  relatives  of  2  of  these  Cases  that 
they  wished  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  the  interment  of  the  Deceased 
and,  in  a  third  Case,  the  relative  was  informed  that  due  to  the  terms  of  the 
Act  the  Council  was  unable  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  expenses  incurred. 

In  the  fourth  Case,  application  was  made  in  respect  of  the  interment  of 
a  Male,  aged  65  years,  by  his  Wife  for  assistance  in  meeting  the  expenses  of 
the  funeral.  The  Wife  being  unable  to  meet  such  expenses.  In  the 
circumstances,  this  Case  was  accepted  under  the  Act  and  the  necessary 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  interment  of  this  Man.  A  Death  Grant  was 
obtained  in  this  Case. 


2.  Air  Pollution 


Complaints  continued  to  be  received  concerning  the  small  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  which,  on  occasion,  emanates  from  an  indus trial  lagoon  as  well  as  from 
the  mud  in  Milton  Creek. 

The  firm  operating  the  lagoon,  although  investigations  and  research  have 
continued,  has  so  f°r  been  unable  to  prevent  the  smell  from  the  lagoon  causing 
annoyance  to  residents  in  parts  of  the  Town.  The  long  standing  "Creek"  smell 
still,  on  occasion,  is  only  too  obviously  present.  It  seems  that  until  the 
River  Authority  manage  to  enforce  higher  standards  concerning  discharges  into 
the  Creek,  the  "Creek"  smell  will  continue  to  pervade  parts  of  the  Town  for 
some  time  to  come. 
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5.  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

3  complaints  were  received  during  the  Year. 

All  the  complaints,  which  arose  from  industrial  premises,  were 
investigated.  In  one  case  the  complaint  was  not  substantiated.  In  another 
case  the  source  of  complaint,  viz.  use  of  heavy  earth-moving  equipment,  ceased. 
In  the  third  case  the  firm  ceased  to  use  the  premises  and  moved  to  other 
premises  in  another  area. 

4.  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

This  Act  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  April,  1965* 

The  Certificates  of  Registration  are  valid  for  a  period  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  Registration. 

9  Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1968  and  these  current  Certificates  are  due  for  renewal  during  1971* 

5.  The  Riding  Establishments  Act,  1964 

There  are  no  Riding  Establishments  licenced  under  this  Act  situate  within 
the  Urban  District. 
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6.  Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  on  2  occasions  during  the  Year. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Home  Accidents 
occurring  during  the  Year,  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1968. 

The  main  causes  of  Accidents  were  Cuts,  Falls,  Bums,  Scalds  and 
Poisoning. 

The  Leaflet  "Fireworks  and  the  Shopkeeper"  issued  by  the  Home 
Office  was  distributed  to  all  Shops  in  the  Urban  District.  Posters 
were  also  distributed  warning  Local  Residents  as  to  the  proper  way 
Fireworks  should  be  handled. 

A  further  campaign  was  carried  out  during  the  Year  in  connection 
with  the  return  of  unused  Drugs  and  Medicines  to  Local  Chemists.  It 
is  understood  that  there  was  a  good  response  to  this  appeal. 

The  Fire  Brigade  continued  with  their  survey  of  fire  checks  in 
Private  Houses  and  approx.  50  Houses  were  visited  each  month.  As  a 
result  it  was  found  that  most  fires  were  being  caused  by  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  Householder  or  bad  workmanship. 

Fire  Brigade  personnel  gave  suitable  advice  in  connection  with 
various  items  of  electrical  wiring  and  appliances  and  also  stressed  the 
fact  that  all  doors  should  be  closed  when  the  occupants  of  the  house 
retired  for-  the  night.  This  would  stop  draught  and  be  of  considerable 
assistance  in  containing  the  spread  of  fire.
